A regular meeting of the Council Bluffs City Council was called to order by
Mayor Thomas P. Hanafan, on Monday, April 26, 2010 at 7:00 p.m.

Council Members present: Scott Belt, Lynne Branigan, Melissa Head, Matt Schuitz
and Matt Walsh. Staff present: Richard Wade, City Atterney and Jodi Quakenbush,

Administrative Secretary.

Branigan and Belt moved and seconded the approval of the consent agenda.
Unanimous. Held Executive Session on April 12, 2010 regarding item 3D.

Held Public Hearing, Ordinance 6070, amending Title 13 entitfed “Building and
Construction” by amending Chapter 13.06 entitled "Residential Code™; Ordinance
6072, amending Title 13 entified “Building and Construction” by amending Chapter
13.23 which is eniifled “Existing Building Code"; Ordinance 6073, amending Title 13
entitted “Building and Construction” by repealing Chapter 13.08 entitled “Building
Code” in its enfirety and enacting a new Chapter 13.08 entitied "Building Code".
Heard from Carla Limmer, 3010 Avenue J, in opposition of the proposed code
changes and requested a delay in action. Belt and Branigan motioned and seconded
fo receive and file iftems from Carla Lirnmer. Unanimous. Waish and Schultz moved
and seconded approval. Unanimous. Walsh and Schuliz motioned and seconded to
move all three ordinances to 3 reading and posipone to June 28, 2010. Walsh
commented that the codes need to be updated fo the 2009 code and the delay will
allow people that deal with them on a regular basis time to give their input. Schultz
comments that it is important to get the codes updated and encouraged feedback so
necessary changes can be made. Unanimous.

Held Public Hearing, amending Title 13 entitled “Building and Construction” by
amending Chapter 13.13 to be codified and entitled “License/Registration of the Utility
Trade”. Belt and Head moved and seconded approval. Walsh commented that this
ordinance identifies individuals able to work on utility installation from the base fo
connect sewer and water fo the sireet, it doesn't have the question the other

ordinances have. Unanimous.

Heid Public Hearing, amending Title 12, “Council Bluffs Fire Code” by repealing
Chapter 12.01 “Internafional Fire Code”™ and enacfing a new Chapter 12.01
“International Code”. Heard from Carla Limmer, 3010 Avenue J, requesting a delay
in passing this code. Belt and Branigan moved and seconded approval. Belt
mentioned that if the ordinance is passed, they have the ability to amend the
ordinance at a future date. Walsh mentioned that the Fire Chief-requested this
ordinance not be delayed because they have some building projects in the works now
and for insurance purposes need {o be updated o the 2009 code. Belt mentioned
that the state has already adopted the 2009 Fire Code and any public facilities in our
community need to be built to those standards. Unanimous. Belt and Branigan
moved and seconded to waive 3“ reading. 4 Ayes, 1 Nay (Walsh)

Branigan and Head moved and seconded approval, amending Chapter 3.44
“‘Pawnbrokers” by repealing Section 3.44.080 “Recording absolute purchases —
holding period for inspection”, and enacting a new Section 3.44.080, to be entitled
“Recording absolufe purchases and pledge items — holding period for inspection”.
Heard from Roger Wall, 20585 Greenview Road, would like to see any stolen item
retuned to the victim at no cost. Walsh commented that pawn brokers have fo
document well who they bought the itern from and fingerprint the seller. Waish added
Council would review this process. Unanimous.

Beit and Head moved and seconded approval, amending Title 5 entitled “Sewers™ by
amending in part Chapter 5.10, Section 5.10.040 entiled "Specific Pollutant

Limitations". Unanimous.

Branigan and Head moved and seconded approval, amending Title 13 eniitled,
“Building and Construction”, by adding thereto a new Chapter 13.35 "Radon
Reduction System Provisions” to provide guideiines for radon reduction systems in
any new construction of Single-Family, Two-Family and Multiple-Family Housing
Units. Unanimous. Waish and Branigan moved and seconded to waive 3" reading,
ordinance passes info law. Unanimous.

Walsh and Branigan moved and seconded approval, amending Chapter 17 "Housing”
by adding a new Section 17.01.040 entitled "Conversion to Meet Building Codes”.
Unanimous. Belt and Branigan moved and seconded to waive 3" reading, ordinance

passes into law. Unanimous.

Brarigan and Head moved and seconded approval, amending the zoning map as
adopted by reference in Section 15.02.040, by changing the district designation of
certain grounds, premises and property generally located between South 15" and
South 19" Streets, from 23" Avenue to one-half block south of 28" Avenue, from R-
2Mwo Family Residential and R-3/Low Densily Multi-Family Residential, to R-
1/Single Family Residenfial, as set forth and defined in Chapters 15.09, 15.10 and
15.08B. Unanimous.

Branigan and Belt moved and seconded approval, amending the zoning map, as
adopted by reference in Section 15.02.040 by changing the district designation of
approximately 1,058 acres of newly annexed land from A-1/Open Space and
Conservation District, A4/Loess Hills District (County) to A-2/Parks, Estates and
Agriculfural District (City}, as set forth and defined in Chapter 15.05. Unanimous.

Walsh and Head moved and seconded approval, amending Chapter 3.08 “Beer and
Liguor Control® by amending Section 3.08.045 “Exceptions fo Section 3.08.040(5)", to
include open air {faverns as an exception in areas zoned as C-4, with resfriction.
Unanimous. Walsh and Branigan moved and seconded adding 2 amendments to
read as follows: {6) If fwo viclation of state law or the Council Bluffs Municipal Code
occur in the outdoor area within a twelve month period that result in the conviction of
the owner and or hisfher employees or agents, the use of the outdoor area as part of
the liquor license premises will cease for a period of tweive months, starting on the
date of the second conviction. The same penalty will occur if four different incidents
occur in the outdoor area within a twelve month period that result in at least one
conviction of persons other than the owner or his/her employees or agents. (7) The
fencing and or railing that is constructed fo restrict access (3 above) shall be so
designed so as 1o allow viewing of the restricted access area from outside. Its design
shall be approved by the Historic Preservation Commission. Unanimous. Original
motion as amended. Unanimous.

Walsh and Belt moved and seconded approval, authorizing the Mayor to execute a
$2.4 mitlion I-JOBS Affordable Housing Assistance Grant Fund Grant Agreement and
other necessary documents with the lowa Finance Authority for the Pine Ridge
Redevelopment Project.
